Chapter Presidents and Secretaries who receive this HLR are being advised at 
this time, of the need to look back over the year 1986, and to put together the 
necessary information required to complete the Chapter Report Form which appears 
on the opposite page. The Form is used to modify all of our databases and to 
up-date records. We would like esp o request that you supply correct 
addresses, zip-codes and telephone ni “with area code. ~ 


We would like to clarify some possible misunderstandings about the Chapter Report 
Forms. First, these are mandatory reports, initiated two years ago following the 
Boards determination that there were Chapters operating under QCWA banners 

and with which there was absolutely no communication with QCWA HQ. It was 

deemed that this type of operation was not consistant with our Charter issued 

by the State of New York, subjecting QCWA Inc., to possible reprimand or 

loss of our Charter. Accordingly certain minimal information was determined to 

be absolutely necessary and the Chapter Coordinating Committee prepared forms 

to make the chore of supplying it as simple as possible. So that there can be 

no misunderstanding, the following rules have been adopted by the Board of oN 
Directos by which HQ must deal with in connection with non-receipt of the i 
Chapter reports: 


. A chapter report form for the preceding year will be issued in the HLR 
November issue, annually and transmitted to both the President and 
Secretary of each Chapte of QCWA. 


2. The Form must be filled out and returned to QCWA HQ, 1409 Cooper Dr., 
Irving, TX 75061-5527, no later than January 31, following mailing of 
the Form. If the form is not received by February 15(in this.case, February 
15, 1987) HQ will prepare and send a second form to the same Officers as 
~ those previously receiving it. 


3. If the second report is not received by HQ by March 1, HQ will prepare 
a Notice of Cancellation of Charter, which will be sent by registered mail 
to the last known Officers of the Chapter and the Chapter records will 
be modified to show that the chapter is no longer in existance. 


4. If all steps of the above procedure are carried through, the Chapter may 
be reactivated, in the same general area, with the same name and number 
upon receipt, by HQ, of a regulaf petition for Charter, signed by all of 
those members expecting to become charter members of the reactivated 
Chapter. 


We are aware that to some this may seem an extreme route. The QCWA Board 

did not take it lightly and it was only following long and difficult discussion that 

the above procedure was believed to be necessary in order to insure that QCWA mm 
Inc was operating in accordance with the terms of its Charter and its agreement — 
with the Internal Revenue Agency of the U. S. Government.
